K erm a-on-the-N ile, Sept. 21.—Don- 
gOtu. has fallen, and the nom inal ob­ 
jective jo in t of the B ritish-Egyptian 
expedition has been 
reached.

expedition, pushing up the Nile from 
El Hafir, landed a force at Dongola 
and occupied th at place before the der­ 
vish forces, retreating from El Hafir, 
reached th at point. El Hafir and Don- | 
gola are therefore both in the hands 
of the expedition, while the dervish 
forces are somewhere between, seek­ 
ing a refuge. 
Saturday afternoon the long-range 
firing continued between the dervishes 
on the west bank of the Nile, and the 
expeditionary force on this side. The 
Maxim guns, w ith th eir sweeping hail 
of fire, did great execution in the der­ 
vish ranks, w hile the field and horse 
batteries never allowed the enemy to 
do anything w ith their batteries. 
A fter th e gunboats of the expedition 
had forced their way past the forts 
a t El Hafir and had proceeded south­ 
w ard toward Dongola the dervishes

M em orable 
Crisis In 
HL H istory. 
The last time that I saw Mr. Brooks 
to speak with him was at a memorable 
crisis in his history, writes Elizabeth 
Stuart Phelps in McClure’s. 
It was 
close upon the date of his acceptance 
of the bishropric of Massachusetts; but 
this fact was not generally known. The 
movement of his own mind at the time, 
while 
his 
decision to leave Trinity 
church forever wk* still seething, was 
as solemn as prayer. 
If one had any 
doubt of this, the sight of the man on 
the occasion to which I refer would 
have wade it clear to the dullest per­ 
ception. We were at lunch, four of us 
—Mr. Brooks, Dr. Holmes, Mr. Ward T*enty-fiverems a boule 
and myself, with friends whose hospi­ 
tality is expert in the art of selecting 
the difficult and delightful number of 
guests which is more than the graces 
but less than the muses. 
Mr. Brooks 
was very quiet at first--alm ost silent; 
and, it seemed to my slight social ex­ 
perience with him, unprecedently so­ 
ber. 
But Dr. Holmes’ conversational 
genius soon struck the sparks from 
the smoldering fire in the preacher’s 
heart and the two men began to talk. 
The rest of us held the breath to lis­ 
ten, as our hostess, with her distin­ 
guished tact, stirred the flame when she 
would; and one of the most rem ark­ 
able conversations which I ever heard 
followed. 
Mr. Brooks began to talk 
about the duties of the upper to the 
lower classes of society, and of the 
Christian to the irreligious. 
He spoke 
rapidly, then earnestly, then eagerly, 
hotly, without fear and without 
re­ 
proach, like the Christian Bayard that 
he wras. At the last he pushed on into 
monologue—a thing I never heard him 
do before; and no one, not even the 
king of Boston con versers, cared to 
interrupt him. 
To 
my surprise 
he 
spoke of the salvation army in lan­ 
guage of deep respect. 
He honored 
its work. 
He prophesied heartily for 
its future. 
He spoke contemptuously 
of the nervousness of people of ease 
aboutinfection in clothing brought from 
the sweat-shops and from homes whose 
horrors but few of us troubled a heart 
throb to alleviate. W ith sacred indig­ 
nation he rebuked the heathen of the 
wrest end, who cared neither for their 
own souls nor for those of other men. 
He scored worldliness of heart and life 
in a lofty denunciation to which it 
was impossible to offer a protesting 
word. 
He mentioned by name a cer­ 
tain fashionable 
men’s club 
on the 
Back bay. 
“The salvation army,” he 
cried, “ought to be sent there. 
No­ 
body needs them more. They ought to 
go right through such a place as that 
and preach new testament religion!” 
At this point Dr. Holmes suggested, 
in a subdued voice: 
“But, Dr. Brooks, 
such men as those are not going to lis­ 
ten to the salvation army. 
It seems 
to me that you are the man to go into

club and preach Christianity.”
